A cafe owner, described as “the 
most aggressive and rude 
woman ... ever” has dismissed 
her critics saying they are rude, 
uneducated and she does not 
need their money. 

Iranian-born Anne Giffard has 
run Cafe Crepes, in Epsom High 
Street, for the past five years, 
serving fresh crepes, omelettes 
and drinks. 

Two weeks ago, an appalled 


Gretta Dempsie, mother of Game 
of Thrones and Skins actor Joe 
Dempsie, contacted the Epsom 
Guardian to complain about the 
treatment of her disabled daugh¬ 
ter, Lauren. 

Mrs Dempsie said she and her 
husband had taken their daugh¬ 
ter - who had moved to Epsom 
that day to start living in a spe¬ 
cially-adapted cottage - to Cafe 
Crepes for lunch, but had been 
refused service unless they sat 
outside. 

She said: “I pushed my daugh¬ 
ter in and the owner behind the 
counter had an expression as if 


to say, ‘What are you doing in 
here?’ 

“We said we wanted some food. 

“She said, ‘Not in here, you can 
sit outside’. She said that was be¬ 
cause of the wheelchair.” 

Mrs Dempsie said the family 
did not want to sit outside be¬ 
cause of noise from traffic and 
that the restaurant was empty. 

“She kept saying, ‘It’s all 
booked, it’s all booked’ and then 
just ignored us. I found it hard to 
believe. Her hostility towards us 
was palpable.

“Public protection, not pri¬ 
vate profit” was chanted 
through the streets of Epsom 
on Saturday as anti-privatisa¬ 
tion campaigners took to the 
streets to protest against 
Chris Grayling’s probation 
reforms. 

About 60 members of the 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex and 
London branches of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Proba¬ 
tion Officers (Napo), as well 
as members of trade unions 
GMB and Unison, paraded 
with placards reading 
“Grayling tells more lies than 
Pinocchio” and “Grayling 
you’re failing”. 

They marched through the 
marketplace and down 
Epsom High Street, stopping 
traffic and singing “Why, 
why, why, Chris Grayling?”, 
finishing with speeches out¬ 
side the Ebbisham Centre. 

The campaigners are op¬ 
posing Mr Grayling’s plans to 
hand the management of low 
and medium-risk offenders 
upon their release to private 
companies and voluntary 
sector bidders, in organisa¬ 
tions to be called community 
rehabilitation companies 
(CRCs). 

High-risk offenders are the 
only ones, under the changes,

which will continue to be 
dealt with in the public sec¬ 
tor, through the creation of 
the new national probation 
service (NPS). 

Speaking at the rally, Ian 
Lawrence, Napo’s general 
secretary, said: “Welcome to 
Grayling world. By looking at 
the number of charity shops 
here, I can see how austerity 
is hitting this once affluent 
area, which I used to visit. 

“Grayling world is about 
denial. Denial in the 
probation service, denial in 
prisons and in the cuts to 
legal aid.” 

Catherine Neubert, vice 
chairman of the Surrey Napo 


branch, which deals with of¬ 
fenders from Epsom and 
Ewell at its Redhill branch, 
said: “All the qualified staff 
to deal with domestic abusers 
have said they do not want to 
remain within the CRCs. 
They have all gone over to the 
NPS. 

“So at the moment, there 
are no qualified probation of¬ 
ficers dealing with 100 or so 
domestic violence cases, 
which normally should only 
be dealt with by qualified 
probation officers. 

“There is a strong risk to 
the public as a direct conse¬ 
quence of Mr Grayling’s 
policies.” 


Guy Tilbury, a probation 
officer with the programme 
team for Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex CRC, who works with 
male offenders who have 
committed domestic vio¬ 
lence, said Mr Grayling is 
“dismantling and destroying 
an effective and award-win¬ 
ning service that has been 
built up and developed over 
the past century”. 

He said: “What experience 
does Grayling have? No expe¬ 
rience whatsoever. 

“We are concerned that the 
changes being brought in are 
untried, untested and un¬ 
proven. Grayling brushes off 
these concerns.” 

Following the rally, Mr 
Grayling issued a statement 
saying: “Our sky-high reof¬ 
fending rates have dogged 
this country for more than a 
decade, with almost half of 
all prisoners going back to 
crime within a year. 

“This is despite spending a 
massive £4bn each year on 
prisons and probation. 

“The current system isn’t 
working, so we are introduc¬ 
ing a new approach to reha¬ 
bilitation that will finally 
tackle this. 

“Through our reforms, 
each year an extra 50,000 
prisoners on short sentences 
who currently get no statuto¬ 
ry supervision on release will 
get help to turn their lives 
around.” 


Celebrity chef offers 
rehabilitation recipe 


A Michelin-starred chef is to 
offer training sessions to 
prisoners working at a 
pioneering rehabilitation 
restaurant project behind 
bars at High Down. 

The move comes after 
friends and family of inmates 
at the prison, in Banstead, 
raised a number of concerns 
since the start of the year, in¬ 
cluding claims that staff 
shortages are forcing prison¬ 
ers to be locked in their cells 
for 23 hours a day and are un¬ 
able to attend rehabilitative 
classes - something the Min¬ 
istry of Justice has denied. 

The Clink restaurant 
opened at High Down, as the 
first of its kind in the prison 
estate, in 2009. 

It aims to reduce re-offend- 
ing rates by training prison¬ 
ers and getting them jobs in 
the hospitality industry upon 
their release with the sup¬ 
port of the Clink charity’s ca¬ 
reer mentoring scheme. 

The Clink announced that 
renowned chef Adam Sim- 
monds, who has worked at 
the Ritz and with Marco 
Pierre White and Raymond 
Blanc, will become a “chef 
ambassador” at High Down 
and provide hands-on sup¬ 
port to the inmates working 
at the restaurant. 

There are 28 prisoners in 
training at the restaurant at a 
time - 14 in front of house

and 14 in the kitchen. 

Inmates work towards qual¬ 
ification while gaining expe¬ 
rience in the restaurant. 
Diners are required to book 
in advance, must be given se¬ 
curity clearance and eat with 
plastic cutlery. 

Chris Moore, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Clink charity, 
added: “It is of great benefit 
to the rehabilitation scheme 
to have respected chefs, such 
as Adam, leading the the am¬ 
bassador programme. 

“They kindly offer their 
time and knowledge to aid 
the development and educa¬ 
tion of the prisoners in train¬ 
ing, which ultimately helps to 
reduce reoffending rates.” 

Clink restaurants have also 
opened at Brixton and 
Cardiff prisons. A fourth is 
due to open at Styal prison 
next year.

“I’m just appalled. My 
daughter was so upset. This 
was our welcome to Epsom.” 

However, the Dempsies are 
not the only ones to complain 
about the way they were 
treated at Cafe Crepes. 

All six reviews on website 


192.com slate Mrs Giffard for 
being rude, aggressive and 
unhelpful. And the cafe re¬ 
ceived just two out of five 
stars for its food hygiene dur¬ 
ing an inspection in March 
and was told this needed to 
improve. 

But Mrs Giffard, who grew 
up in France and has lived in 


Epsom for 15 years, said she 
is not bothered by all the neg¬ 
ative feedback. 

She said: “People come in 
here and don’t understand. 
They say I am rude to them. 
They are rude.” 

She said she has a select 
group of customers who she 
loves and who like her food, 


with some coming from Wim¬ 
bledon for her crepes. 

Mrs Giffard, who does not 
allow people to use their mo¬ 
bile phones because she 
claims it ruins the ambience 
of her cafe, said the space 
was too narrow for 
pushchairs and wheelchairs 
and people with these should 


sit outside. 

She said: “This is a small 
business, it is not a chain. 

“If you’re not happy, don’t 
come. It’s not my problem. 

“Others, they come in and 
provoke me. They go and get 
their benefits and they go 
from cafe to cafe. 

“These types of people have 


no education or manners.” 

Like it or loathe it, Cafe 
Crepes will soon be departing 
Epsom as Mrs Giffard is re¬ 
turning to Iran and plans to 
sell up by the end of the year. 

She said: “I think I will miss 
it. Here is my baby. 

“But I [will] teach the new 
owner everything.”

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Should residents vote on 
whether to join London? 



Referendum: Councillor Dan Stevens thinks this should 
not be decided by councillors EP66771 



Epsom should hold a referen¬ 
dum on whether its people 
want the market town to join 
London, according to its 
youngest councillor. 

Dan Stevens, who repre¬ 
sents Court ward, said the 
borough’s people should be 
given a say on the issue high¬ 
lighted by the Epsom 
Guardian this summer after 
planning expert Barney 
Stringer’s analysis of the 
capital’s boundaries. 

Labour’s Coun Stevens be¬ 
lieves a referendum on the 
issue could be held next May 
7 - the same day as the gener¬ 
al and borough elections, 
when polling stations are al¬ 
ready open. 

He said: “A local referen¬ 
dum should be used to make 
sure the council is following 
the will of the people. 

“We are not in a position at 
the moment as to say 
whether we should join Lon¬ 
don or not. 

“If you give local people a 
say now to gauge opinion 
then if it comes back as a 
clear ‘no’ that’s a clear steer 


for the council not to go near 
it. But if the people are inter¬ 
ested, the proposition could 
be looked into. 

“There are pros and cons 
on both sides. I would proba¬ 
bly be against, but the most 
important thing is people 
should have a say. 

“Many of the councillors 


have said they are against, 
but Mike Teasdale disagreed. 

“So even in terms of the 
Residents’ Association there 
is a difference in opinion and 
they should be willing to give 
people a say. 

“If we had a referendum we 
would all have more to go on 
and it’s a question that will 


only get more urgent espe¬ 
cially with Epsom increas¬ 
ingly becoming a commuter 
town.” 

Epsom’s Conservative MP 
Chris Grayling has said he is 
not in favour of any change 
to the boundaries as he be¬ 
lieves the town would have to 
merge with a London bor¬ 
ough such as Sutton, Merton 
or Kingston and would be¬ 
come “an afterthought”. 

Coun Stevens said: “It’s 
Chris Grayling’s party that 
has championed a localism 
agenda and so I was disap¬ 
pointed to see that he came 
out and rejected the idea 
without giving people a say 
on it. 

“I don’t think this is an 
issue that should be decided 
on by councillors.” 

Coun Stevens said that if 
people are supportive of the 
idea of a referendum, he 
could raise it as a motion at 
Epsom’s full council meeting 
in December.

A distressed mother is strug¬ 
gling to cope with a plague of 
cockroaches in her flat, while 
caring for her sick daughter. 

Shelley Moran, from Epsom, 
said her two-year-old daughter 
Isabel is waiting for surgery to 
remove a cyst in her liver and 
suffers severe stomach pain. 

As well as looking after her 
daughter, Ms Moran said 
she has to contend with a 
cockroach infestation in 
their temporary accom¬ 
modation, off East 
Street. 

Ms Moran, who sees the 
cockroaches daily, said: 

“It is making us all ill. It is 


really not nice. 

“My daughter is waiting for 
major surgery and it is not fair. I 
just literally want to cry.” 

The cockroaches, of all differ¬ 
ent shapes and sizes, are 
not just confined to 
her flat, one even

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CHERKLEY COURT: Campaigners stopped from new review

Countryside campaigners have 
been barred from bringing a sec¬ 
ond judicial review to the High 
Court over plans to turn a his¬ 
toric greenbelt estate into a luxu¬ 
ry golf course, hotel and spa. 

The Cherkley Campaign is 
fighting a legal battle against the 
£50m development, which it be¬ 
lieves will wreck the environ¬ 
ment at Cherkley Court, the old 
home of press baron Lord 
Beaverbrook, near Leatherhead. 

Last week, the High Court re¬ 
fused permission for the cam¬ 
paign to launch a second judicial 
review over the council’s ap¬ 
proval of a landscape and ecology 
management plan linked to the 
development. 

The campaigners were ordered 
to pay costs, capped at £10,000, to 
Mole Valley District Council 


(MVDC) and the developer Long- 
shot Cherkley Court, who both 
welcomed the ruling. 

Longshot said the High Court 
judge, Mr Justice Jay, decided 
that the campaigners’ grounds 
were without merit, out of time 
and an abuse of process, having 
already been argued in the previ¬ 
ous judicial review. 

Its statement said: “We are de¬ 
lighted with the decision, as we 
always believed this to be a claim 
that was totally without merit. 

“We hope this will put an end to 
the matter and look forward to fo¬ 
cusing on our commitment to de¬ 
liver a word class facility.” 

Councillor Chris Townsend, 
leader of the council, said: 
“MVDC is pleased its decision¬ 
making and judgement in rela¬ 
tion to the management plan has 
been found to be sound.” 

Kristina Kenworthy, a director 
of the campaign, said: “I feel we 
have let all the ecologists in Sur¬ 
rey badly down and I feel very 


sorry about this.” 

But Tim Harrold, chairman of 
the Cherkley Campaign, said 
they were considering options 
with legal advisers because “it 
was clear something had gone 
wrong” with the approval 
process. 

The campaign won the first ju¬ 
dicial review at the High Court 
after challenging the council’s de¬ 
cision to grant planning permis¬ 
sion to developer Longshot 
Cherkley Court in 2012. 

But the Court of Appeal later 
overturned this ruling, reinstated 
planning permission and ordered 
the campaigners to pay costs to 
the council and developer. The 
Supreme Court has yet to decide 
whether to let them appeal. 

Andy Smith, Surrey branch di¬ 
rector of the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, said it was not 
“the end of the line” and the case 
set precedents that are of nation¬ 
al importance in terms of plan¬ 
ning and the environment.

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Giving advice since World War II

An advice service set up to 
help people cope at the start 
of World War II is celebrating 
its 75th birthday. 

Epsom and Ewell Citizens 
Advice Bureau (CAB), now 
based in the town hall, was 
among first 200 bureaux 
launched right after the 


outbreak of the war. 

The CAB held its 75th birth¬ 
day party at Christ Church 
Hall, in Epsom, on Thursday, 
September 25. 

In the early days, its volun¬ 
teers went out to help bomb 
victims, organised the 
evacuation of children 
and visited patients at 
a military hospital. 

Liz Dobson, manager 
of the bureau, said: 
“They were expecting 


this huge fallout from 
the war. Everything 
was in upheaval 
and everybody 
had all these 
questions.” 

She added: 


“There is a wonderful 
spirit of dedication 
and co-operation 
among our staff 
and volunteers. 

“I am sure the 
original wartime 
volunteers would 
be proud.” 

For a few decades

has expanded greatly, par¬ 
ticularly when helping 
with cases of debt or 
issues with benefits 
- now the main 
categories - with 
housing and em¬ 
ployment still 
featuring. 
“Throughout all 
the changes in soci¬ 
ety and Government 
policy Epsom Citizens 

Advice Bureau has relied 
on a group of dedicated and 
knowledgeable volunteers 
who never know what they’ll 
be dealing with next.” 

The CAB currently has 80 
volunteers and 11 employees. 

They offer free and confi¬ 
dential advice to people living 
and working in the borough 
and are always looking for 
more help and volunteers. 

Previous experience is not 
always required and the CAB 
provides training and sup¬ 
port. Ms Dobson said a typi¬ 
cal volunteer usually puts in 
a day or two of work each 
week.

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‘Bullied’ girl in limbo 
after school refection 



A distraught girl has been left in 
“limbo” at home after being 
barred from returning to her old 
school and rejected by seven 
others. 

In June Kristen Watson, 15, from 
Colcokes Road, Banstead, stopped 
going to the Beacon School, in Pic- 
quets Way, Banstead, after feeling 
bullied and the family claim they 
were advised to take her off the 
school roll. 

Over the summer she has been 
rejected by eight other schools, 
but has “built bridges” with some 
of those at the Beacon who upset 
her and now desperately wants to 
return there. But the school will 
not take her back. 

Kristen said: “I just feel every¬ 
thing I have worked for is gone re¬ 
ally. It makes me quite angry 
because I don’t get why the Bea¬ 
con won’t accept me back because 
I’m used to their curriculum.” 

She misses having a social life 
and lessons at school. 

Of the bullying, she said: “They 
were my friends, but they decided 
to turn against me. I was shocked. 

“I didn’t think what was going to 
happen when I decided I didn’t 
want to go back.” 


Her father Andy Watson said 
after a meeting at the school in 
June an education welfare officer 
advised his wife in confidence to 
take her off the roll so she could 
get into another school. 

He said: “Nobody has held up 
their hands and taken responsibil¬ 
ity for telling us to take her off the 
roll.” 

He said his daughter had been 
told she may only get a third of the 
GCSEs that she is supposed to sit 
at the end of year 11. 

It is understood the education 
welfare officer does not work for 
Surrey County Council, and Mr 
Watson believes she is employed 
by the Beacon. 

In a letter, dated September 8, 
the school said: “Following 
your in-year application for a 
place for Kristen I am sorry 
to tell you I am not able to 
offer a place at the Beacon 
school due to the following 
reasons. 

“Kristen is currently in 
year 11 and has had a pe¬ 
riod of over two months 
out of education and 
meets the criteria for 
in year fair access 
panel (IYFAP).” 

In an email to 
the family, 

Martin Healy, 
south-east lead 


for Access to Education at Surrey 
County Council, said the school 
had deemed her “hard to place” 
under the IYFAP protocol. 

He said: “The hard to place panel 
takes place half-termly, at this the 
local headteachers try to place 
young people out of school. 

“This meeting is due to take 
place on October 21. It is envis¬ 
aged young people will start at 
their new school as soon as possi¬ 
ble after that.” 

He said a tutor had started work¬ 
ing with her. 

Mr Watson confirmed a mentor 
and a tutor visited 
Kristen last 
week. 

The PA to 
the school’s 
principal 
Lisa Croke 
said the head 
was declining 
to comment.

Young offenders have created a memorial 
bench to replace a stolen one and mark 
the centenary of the Great War. 

The bench, with a plaque saying 
Respect and Remember 1914-2014, will 
be officially unveiled on Wednesday 
near Nethercott Opticians in Station 
Approach, Tadworth. 

It is part of a project to restore war 
memorials - Respect and Remember - 
which is funded by the Police and Crime 
Commissioner Kevin Hurley’s office. 

A spokesman for the office said: “The 
original bench was sadly stolen. 

“This new bench was made by young 


people in Surrey as part of their com¬ 
munity reparation work with the Surrey 
Youth Support Service. 

“It was then fixed in place and var¬ 
nished by a Community Payback team 
from the Kent, Surrey, Sussex Commu¬ 
nity Rehabilitation Company.” 

Mr Hurley’s office has provided a 
grant of up £70,000 for the Respect and 
Remember project, which is expected to 
last four years. 

Adam Thomas, from the rehabilitation 
company, said: “It’s great for our Com¬ 
munity Payback teams to get involved 
with such a worthy project. I know they 
find the work really rewarding. 

“One of them made a point of telling 
me how good it was to be part of the 
Remembrance commemorations. It 
means something to them, makes them 


feel like they’re giving something valu¬ 
able back to the community and that’s 
really important for rehabilitation.” 

Deputy Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er Jeff Harris, who will attend the un¬ 
veiling, said: “It is a pleasure to see 
Respect and Remember starting to 
achieve what we had hoped for - memo¬ 
rials commemorating Surrey people 
who gave their lives for our country 
being restored to their rightful best after 
years of neglect; and Community Pay¬ 
back teams taking a sense of pride and 
ownership in communities they had pre¬ 
viously offended 
against.”

Grenade becomes money box 


For a taste of what visitors can 
expect from Bourne Hall’s com¬ 
prehensive exhibition exploring 
Epsom and Ewell during World 
War One, the museum’s 
curator, Jeremy Harte, 
has given the Epsom 
Guardian an insight 
into some of the inter¬ 
esting items on display. 

This week, he reveals 
the story behind a 
money box made from a 
deadly bomb... 

“When the early troop 
movements of World War One set¬ 
tled down into trench warfare, it 
was clear that bombs would be 
needed to attack and defend 
position. 


“The smallest of these was the 
grenade, named from the French 
for ‘pomegranate’, and originally 
looking just like one. 

“"Until 1915, with the 
arrival of the Mills 
bomb, many troops 
were relying on this 
simple design, un¬ 
changed for 200 
years. 

“The iron casing 
was filled with powder, 
a fuse was lit, and it was 
thrown like a cricket ball. 

“If it went off, fragments 
scattered over 100 yards. 

“If it didn’t, perhaps because the 
fuse had been knocked off, the 
grenade was harmless. 



Flowers 

uprooted 

Vandals have repeat¬ 
edly trampled flower 
beds planted by a 
community to mark 
100 years since the 
Great War. 

A Good Samari¬ 
tan, who asked not 
to be named, got 
people together to 
plant the plot by the 
war memorial out¬ 
side Bourne Hall 
Park in Ewell Vil¬ 
lage in July. 

He said: “It was 
quickly transformed 
from a wasteland 
into a marvellous 
red, white and blue 
sea of colour. 

“They thrived until 
two weeks ago, 
when those nearest 
the memorial were 
trampled. I moved 
plants from another 
area only to have 
them trampled. 

“Again I moved 
some, but this week 
the whole half of 
the bed nearest the 
memorial has lost 
all but five blue 
plants - all of the 
red and white ones 
were destroyed.” 

He now plans to 
ask the council to 
plant some shrubs 
in the flower bed. 

He said: “I’m real¬ 
ly cross about what 
happened, but 
there’s nothing I 
can do.”

“The father of the family turned 
it into something much more 
peaceful - a money box.

Problems demand new thinking 


If Epsom were to become a Lon¬ 
don borough as the price of not 
being overcharged for travel to 
London compared to parts of 
Reigate, it should be enlarged to 
include those parts of Banstead 
and Sutton, perhaps Ashtead and 
Chessington and Worcester Park 
that tend to be more akin to 
Epsom than to inner London. 

Perhaps the M25 would be a nat¬ 
ural southern boundary. 

This would be a more natural 
affinity than with Sutton or 
Kingston. 

A drawback would be the dead 
hand of Transport for London, 
which though adding improve¬ 
ments in central London, has 


wreaked mischief for travel from 
London’s outskirts. 

There used to be two semi-fast 
trains an hour among the four an 
hour off-peak trains from Epsom 
to Waterloo. These did the jour¬ 
ney in 26 minutes calling only at 
Worcester Park and Wimbledon 
before all stations to Waterloo. 

Now all trains take nearly 40 
minutes. 

As a student in the 1960s I could 
catch trains from my lodging at 
Surbiton to Waterloo that took 
about 16 minutes to Waterloo, 
stopping at Wimbledon. Now 
about 25 minutes is the norm. 

There is a trade off between 
slowing down trains to serve all 


stations and providing faster ser¬ 
vices from busier stations. 

The slower trains run, the more 
train sets and crews are needed to 
provide space for the passengers 
unnecessarily detained in transit. 
This wastes fuel and manpower, 
driving up fares higher than nec¬ 
essary. Management then claims 
a bonus having enlarged its bud¬ 
get by incurring unnecessary 
costs. 

Though born in UK and 
schooled in Epsom, I have also 
lived in Canada, disentangling the 
banking and finance powers re¬ 
served to the Federal Govern¬ 
ment and the exclusive powers 
reserved to provinces, denied the 


full taxation powers to supply the 
services that were their duty. 

When I lived in France I enjoyed 
six garbage collections a week, 
only Saturday evenings excluded, 
for the same level of local tax that 
is now levied in Epsom. It would 
be worthwhile to take a hard look 
at how other jurisdictions solve 
similar problems to those we en¬ 
counter in UK. Often their solu¬ 
tions only work in their 
environment, but sometimes we 
can borrow ideas and adapt them. 

We are not doomed to always ac¬ 
cept things as they are.

A feminist has photographed 100 
women’s breasts and raised near¬ 
ly £25,000 to publish the unair- 
brushed images in a book. 

Laura Dodsworth, a photogra¬ 
pher from Epsom, took photos of 
women and recorded their inti¬ 
mate, moving stories anony¬ 
mously over two years for her 
project Bare Reality. 

The women, aged 19 to 101 with 
breast sizes AAA to K, include a 
Buddhist nun, a burlesque 
dancer, cancer survivors, career 
women and stay at home mums. 

Mrs Dodsworth said: “We don’t 
normally see that diverse range. 
It’s visually refreshing, it’s al¬ 
most startling.” 

The photos provide a striking 
contrast to the more uniform im¬ 
ages of breasts in the media 
where models and actresses 
are airbrushed to meet ideas of 
perfection. 

She said: “What we are aspiring 
to is an unachievable ideal.

in the book, but without 
anonymity, and likes herself 
more as a woman because of the 
project. 

She thanked the women who

mundane aspects of life. 

“Sometimes they share more 
painful moments.” 

Mrs Dodsworth, who will not 
allow the publication of individu¬ 
al women’s photos without their 
full stories alongside, has signed 
the No More Page 3 petition to 
stop the tradition in the Sun 
newspaper. 

She said: “I think it’s depress¬ 
ing that the largest image of a 
woman in the British press day 
in day out is a Page 3 model.

Mrs Dodsworth already has 675 
backers, but hopes to hit her tar¬ 
get of 1,000 though her fundrais¬ 
ing webpage where people can 
pre-order the book.

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Flat prices see 
biggest increase 

Prices up by a third during past 10 years 

A new report from the Halifax 
says the average price of a flat in 
England and Wales has risen by a 
third during the past 10 years - 
twice the rise for all residential 
properties. 

Detached homes (12 per cent) 
and bungalows (13 percent) have 
recorded the smallest rises over 
the past 10 years. 

While flats have increased most 
in price nationally since 2004, 
much of this rise is due to the 
performance of flat prices in 
London, where flats represent a 
relatively high proportion of the 
property market. 

Semi-detached and terraced 
homes have remained the most 
popular types of property 
purchased over the past 10 years. 

These two types represent 60 
per cent of all home sales in 2014; 
up from 56 per cent in 2004. 

For first-time buyers, semi¬ 
detached homes have risen in 
popularity, accounting for 29 per 
cent of purchases in 2014 
compared with 25 per cent in 
2004. 

Detached sales have fallen from 
21 per cent of all property sales to 
16 per cent over the past decade. 

Prices have improved across all 
property types since 2009 with 
flats recording the largest 
increase between 2009 and 2014 
(43 per cent). Terraced properties 
(31 per cent) experienced the 
next biggest rise. Bungalows have 



seen the smallest gain (15 per 
cent). The increase in flat prices 
nationally has been led by 
London (44 per cent) with a more 
subdued performance elsewhere 
in the country. 

All property types recorded 
substantial price falls during the 
housing market downturn 
between 2007 and 2009. Terraced 
houses (-33 per cent) and flats 
(-32 per cent) performed the 
worst, declining in value by 
approximately one-third. 

Bungalows (-21 per cent) and 
detached homes (-26 per cent) 


fared best. The tightening in 
credit criteria and the reduction in 
mortgage availability following 
the onset of the financial crisis 
made it more difficult for first¬ 
time buyers (FTBs), in particular, 
to enter the market. This helps to 
explain why terraced houses and 
flats - which are very popular with 
FTBs - recorded the largest price 
falls during 2007-2009. 

Martin Ellis, housing economist 
at Halifax, said: "There has been a 
significant increase in the number 
of first-time buyers since 2010 
compared with a modest decline 


in the number of those moving 
home. This difference is reflected 
in a bigger rise in prices over the 
past five years for those property 
types that are most popular with 
first-time buyers: flats and 
terraces. 

"The demand for larger 
properties has been partly 
constrained by a widespread lack 
of equity among homeowners 
who bought for the first time 
around the peak in the market. 
Many of these homeowners are 
still finding it difficult to finance a 
move to a larger home."

The NFB is calling for the next 
government to make lending to 
small businesses easier while 
ensuring larger investors can 
work with the construction 
industry and the public sector to 
support longer term projects. 

A spokesman for the 
federation said: "The 
construction industry is a solid 
bet for public investment, 
returning £2.84 for every £1 
invested and can be a world 
class leader in areas of 
sustainability and design."
